LOUDONVILLE, O., Aug. 22.—The 
difference in the’ handwriting of two 
notes found in Morris B. Stein's pocket 
after he and his wife’s aunt, Hester B. 
Worter, were shot to death in Miss Por- 
_ter’s home here a week ago Friday, is 
the basis of the affidavit made by 
Prosecuting Attorney Frey of Ashland 
County, charging Stein's witew, Mrs. 
May Bayard Stein, and her mother, Mrs. 

Reuben Bayard, with murder. 

One note purports to have been writ- 
ten by Stein, declaring that his wife's 
aunt shot him and then killed herself. 
The penmanship of this note is vastly 

; Gifferent from that of a memorandum 
Written by Stein ‘before he departed 
from Chicago on his fatal trip to Lou- 
donvilie. 
Expects One Confession. 

Prosecuting Attorney Frey -said at 
Ashland today: . 

“I will prove by circumstantial evi- 
dence as strong as I have ever seen 
that s. Stein and her mother were 
fn the room when Morris Stein and 
Hester Porter were killed. I will prove 
beyond the shadow of a doubt 

“mote found in Morris Stein's 
et Wag written by a woman. The capi- 
tal wf and “B” in the words “for” 
and “burglar’’ prove that the writer 
Was a person unpracticed in letter writ- 
Ing. It is a characteristic found in all 
of Mrs. Stein's letters and postal cards, 
while it never occurs in any of Stein's 
own letters, 

“I will prove that it was impossible 
for Stein to have penciled a note afier 
either one of the two bullets was fired 
into his brain. His powers of speech 
and locomotion were paralyzed instantly 
He lived three hours, but he never spoke 
er moved. 

“The attempt to make this appeur 
@ case of murder and suicide was so 
clumsy that I expect at least one con- 
fession in the next few days. If the 
confession is not forthcoming, I will 
fonvict on circumstantial evidence.” 

The two women are under arrest in 
Des Moines, Io.. and their extradition 
Is expected to follow the issuance of 
Warrants on the prosecutor's affidavit. 
The prosecution will use the “ante-mor- 
tem” note to defeat the purpose for 
which its author, whether Stein or an- 
other person, penciled it. 

Decinresn It Was Forgery.

NEW YORK. Aug. 22.—After fol- 
lowing three men from New York 
City, through Providence, R. I., Bos- 
ton and Philadelphia and then back 
to this city, eight detectives from po- 
lice headquarters early today arrested 
the men as they were about to blow 
open a safe in Newark, N. J. The 
detectives were disguised as tramps. 
Weeks were spent in trailing the men, 
who, the detectives assert, they had 
every reason to believe, were respons- 
ible for a series of daring safe rob- 
beries in New York in the last few 
weeks. 
Same Band Is Suspected. 

Each of these robberies had fea- 
tures about it that convinced the au- 
thorities that the same band of safe 
breakers had engineered all of them. 

The robberies included safes blown 
at the Diamond Point Pen Co., the 
Iver Johnaon Sporting Goods Co., 
Dunn & Co., manufacturers of medals, 
and A. Childs’ restaurant in New 
York, 

Priseners Boarded in Same House.

NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—Hypnotism as 
a defense in opposing “the extradition 
of a wife who made a bigamous mar- 
riage is put forth by Luke Rielly, at- 
torney for Mrs. Madeline Looker of 
Brooklyn, and has been accepted as 
valid by Gov. Charles M. Floyd of New 


Hampshire, to which State an ineffec- 
tual effort has been made to take Mrs, 
Looker to stand trial for bigamy. 

The woman admits that she was mar- 


[rie in Albany 4m 1902 to Irvine“N> Look- 


er of New York, and that in September, 
1907, without having been divorced, and 
knowing her first husband to be alive, 
she was married to the Rev. William F. 
Coburn, a Dutch Reformed minister, at 
Wakefield, N. H. 

Says She Was in Trance. 

She declares that the second marriage 
ceremony was performed while she was 
in a hypnotic trance, and so completely 
under the mental domination of Dr. Co- 
burn that she was compelled. to obey 
his commands, and that for a week af- 
ter-the marriage she did not realize 
what had taken place. 

She declares she was utterly incapa- 
ble of exercising her own will power, 
and that when she awakened to the 
truth the shock prostrated her. All this 
was related to Gov. Floyd, the woman's 
lawyer says, and the Governor has de- 
layed the issuance of the requisition un- 
til further inquiry can be instituted. 

Looker is a jeweler of this city and 
is prominently connected with the At- 
tleboro Manufacturing Co. His legal 
representative is George Robinson, who 
has affidavits proving the second mar- 
riage, and who denies the story of hyp- 
notic influence.. The first husband Is 
wealthy in his own right, and is the 
son of a wealthy retired furniture deal- 
er. 

Pastor Sells Medicine. 

The Rev. William F. Coburn, who was 
a widower at the time he Is alleged to 
have exercised the hypnotic influence 
over Mrs. Locker, is the father of a 
family of.sons, who testify under oath 
to his sécond mafriage. When not en- 
gaged in his pastoral duties, the Rev. 
Mr. Coburn sells patent medicines and 
has accumulated a comfortable fortune. 
The scandal with which his name is con- 
nected has resulted in his leaving his 
New Hampshire home for a trip in the 
West. 

Mrs. Coburn-Looker is the daughter of 
John R. Kenmore of Brooklyn. She 
was born in England while her parents 
were traveling. Both are Americans, 
but in the legal papers she describes 
herself as an English woman. She will 
inherit an estate from her father, who 
is said to be a retired New York stock 
broker. But. in addition to that she al- 
ready possesses a fortune of $90,000, in- 
herited from a Mrs. Meagher. This, her 
lawful husband says, she agreed to give 
him “in whole or part” if he would re- 
turn to her and begin life anew.

After Judge O’Hallioran imposed the 
fine, a deputy marshal, accustomed to 
lock up everyone whose fine is more 
than $25, laid a hand on the carefully 
pressed shoulder of the artist’s gray 
coat. 

“Bah! What.Is $100?” 

Regli shook him off indignantly.

Annis suddenly has deserted him, 
and the prisoner is a complete néfvous 
wreck. 

When the Jail physician, Dr. Clarence 
N. Platt, made his daily visit to the 
prisoner's cell in the afternoon, he found 
Annis’ slayer pacing up and down, 
wringing his hands and weeping. 

“PF Loved’ My Wite.” 

The physician asked Capt. Hains if 
there was anything he could .do for 
him. The Captain stared at him and 
cried: 

“I loved my wife; I loved her.” | 
That was all he would say. As Dr. 
Platt turned from the prisoner's cell, 
Capt. Hains threw himself upcn his 
wooden bench and moaned as though in 
mental anguish. Dr, Platt gave the 
Captain some quieting drug, but it had 
no effect. | 

When Joseph A. Shay, associate coun- 


_ gel with Joseph F. McIntyre, visited the 


Captain later in the day he found him 
giving utterance to rambling words. 
Mr. Shay tried to get him to give a de- 
scription of the shooting of Annis, but 
Capt. Hains made only disjointed state- 
ments. While Mr. Shay was vainly put- 
ting his questions, Hains cried out: 
‘‘hle robbed me of my wife. I loved 
her; I loved her. My God, this is ter- 
riblie.”’ 3 
Mr: Shay remained with the prisoner 
an hour and then went to the: cell of 
Thornton J, Hains, further along the 
corfidor, who had heard his brother's 
cries and was much concerned. 
Brother Keeps Nerve. 
‘He must not break down. like that,"’ 
éxclaimed the brother.. ‘‘He.must bear 
up. He only did what was right”’ 


Thornton Hains showed Het the re-| 


motest indication of breaking down. He 
and .Mr. Shay had a brief talk. As 
Mr. Shay left the County Jail he‘said: 

“Capt. Hains is in pretty bad shape. 
His. mind is a blank as to the shooting. 
He has no recollection of the incidents 
leading up to it. I can get nothing out 
of him.’

torney Darrin, discussing the Captain's 
condition. “‘The seriousness of his po- 
sition has unnerved him.

A 82-caliber revolver with three cham- 
‘bers empty was found at Stein's foot. 
It was not near Miss Porter’s hand. 
If Miss Porter shot Stein and shot to 
kill, she put only’ one bullet into his 
brain and then, by some strange con- 
tortion, fired two into her own from be- 
hind. 

Dr. Fuller declares that Miss Porter 
could not have killed herself in that 
manner without leaving powder marks 
on the scalp, and he gives it as his 
opinion that she could not have fired 
a second shot in that manner under 
any conditions. .One sentence in the 
amazing: note found in Stein’s pocket 
particularly interests the Prosecuting 
Attorney. It reads: 

“IT gave her (Miss Hester) a new gun 
as a present for burglars, and she got 
mad and turned it on me and then on 
herself.” 

Note Indicates Meditation. 

The last sentence in the note’ also is 
attractive to the prosecution. It reads: 

“I am getting weaker, weaker, weak- 
er,”’ : 

This would indicate that Stein, with a 
bullet in his brain, and, after having 
written an explanation of how he re- 
ceived it, still had time to meditate on 
ithe fact that he was dying. 

But the facts are that, within three 
minutes of ithe time the three shots were 
heard in that room of mystery, a man 
had parted the portieres -that draped 
the door and had found Stein and Miss 
Porter unconscious, side by side on the 
floor. 

That man is Milton Derr; a painter, 
who was at work on the house when the 
tragedy occurred. He testified that he 
was on a ladder at the rear, or east 
end of the house, when he heard three 
shots. Two were fired quickly, there 
was an interval and then a third shot. 

Man Seon Reaches Room. 

Derr slid down the ladder, ran around 
the house, ascended the front porch 
steps and entered the house. He was 
the first man to lodédk upon the bodies. 
he smoke still was pouring from be- 
tween the portieres and Stein and Miss 
Porter were unconscious. Derr does not 
believe he was more than three minutes 
in reaching the room. 

At the least calculation, it would have 
takén Stein five minutes to go into the 
dining room, write his farewell note 
and return. to the bedroom to die. Ac- 
cording to the testimony of the first 
persons to reach the room after the 
shots were fired, there was no sign of a 
struggle. \ 

The furniture was not disarranged 
and the bodies lay, parallel on the floor, 
two feet apart. Stein was of good 
physique, capable of defending himeelf 
under ordinary circumstances.

The little girls, who said they ran 
away because they were beaten and 
sent to bed supperless, will be cared 
for ty Mrs. Bowser until their parents 
Or Frélatives can be informed of their 
needs, 

Mts. Otto said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Saturday that she whipped the 
young girls, but never sent them to bed 
hungry, and that Hattie Gaffney’s de- 
parture was caused by the ob¥ections 
of Mrs. Otto to the attentions a young 
man paid the girl. 

Hattie was taken from the Portland 
Hotel by policemen who traced _ her 
there after Mrs. Otto had reported her 
disappearance.

“I am always ready to discuss public 
affairs with reputable citizens, whether 
rich or poor, and regardless of the in- 
terests which they represent,” he said.

Repudiates the “Big Cinch.” 

“At the meetings of the United Free 
Bridge Committee, there is frequently 
considerable demagogic deciamation 
about the so-called ‘Big Cinch.’ Advo- 
cates of the free bridge movement, actu- 
ated by apparently malicious motives, 
would lead the public to believe that 
‘f am either a member of this ‘Big 
Cinch,’ or am dominated by this ‘Big 
Cinch,’ or am controlled by what they 
call the ‘interests.’ 

“Two or three speakers said that the 
North American Co., the Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co., the Laclede 
Gas Light Co., the United Railways Co., 
the Terminal Railroad Association, and 
the subsidiary companies of these cor- 
porations are the ‘Big Cinch.’

No 
other course is honorable. 


Opposed Site, Not Bridge. 


“Free bridge advocates endeavored to 
leave the impression that because I 
vetoed the bill providing for the loca- 
tion of the structure at Chouteau ave- 
nue I was antagonizing the will of the 
voters. That was a disHonorable course, 
one not warranted by any statement 
which I made in my communication to 
the Municipal Assembly. 

“In thjs case I was not opposing the 
free bridge, but was opposing the site. 
I believed that the bridge should not be 
located at Chouteau avenue, principally 
because there was not traffic enough 
at that point, and I gave reasons, in my 
message to the Municipal Assembly, to 
prove that Chouteau avenue would not 
be a good location.

The real platform will be aiviied, into 


two sections by a railing running cross- 
Wise. Passengers boarding the car will 
step between this railing and the dash- 
board and walk straight across the plat- 
form. In order to reach the door 
through which they will enter the car 
it will be necessary for them to pass 
a ticket window at which the conductor 
will stand in a small box-office inclo- 
sure. 

The first thing the passenger will see 
as he steps on the car is a sign reading: 
“Please have exact change.”” As he 
passes the window he will hand his 
fare to tha conductor and ask for a 
transfer if he wants one. 

So that the conductor's hands may 
be free to col'ect the nickels he will 
use foot levers to ring up the Gree on 
the register, 

Having paid, the passengers will file 
into the t through a door in the reir 
of the cag on the side furthest from the 
street. 

Leave by Front Platform. 

Those leaving the car will use a door 
Before they can 
step from the car an outer or vestibu'e 
door must be opened by the conductor, 
there being a lever for that purpose in 
his “‘box office." 

Qn the front platform there will be a 
similar vestibule door, controlled by a 
lever worked by the motorman. As 
this door opens the step automatically 
drops into place. It folds up again 
when this door is closed.

Definite action on the natural gas bill, 
which has been pending in the House 
of Delegates since May 8, 


by William J. Brennan, chairman of the 
Committee on Public Improvements. A 
mecting of the committee will be called 
by Chairman Brennan for next Friday, 
when, he says, he will request either 
that another public hearing be granted 
the advocates of the measure or that 
it be reported to the House. 

Chairman Brennan told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that he had been unable 
to get together the full membership of 
the committee, but that he would give 
ample notice of Friday’s\meeting so that 
none might have excuse for absence. If 
the members do not attend, Chairman 
Brennan says, some step in the passage 
or defeat of the bill will be taken ‘any- 
way. 


is promised 


Questions From Attorney. 


At a public hearing on the bill two 
months ago there was no opposition to 
its passage, except what was implied in 
the reading of a list of questions pre- 
sented to the Public Improvements 
Committee by an attorney for the 
Laclede Gas Light Co. 

The Council passed the bill unani- 
mously after adopting amendments sug- 
gested by members of the Board of 
Public Improvements, City Counselor, 
Supervisor of Lighting, Councilmen and 
citizens. It went to the House of Dele- 
gates May 8 was read the second 
time and referred to Brennan's commit- 
tee May 12, and, except for dne public 
hearing, has made no further progress. 
Under the conditions of the bill the 
seekers of the franchise would be 
obliged, within two years after its pass- 
age, to' supply the city with natural gas 
at 3% cents the 1000 cubic feet, furnish 
free of cost light and heat for municipal 
institutions, pay 1 per cent of the com- 
pany’s gross ~eceipts into the City 
Treasury, give surety to the amount of 
$260,000 for the performance of all the 
provisions of the franchise, file a bond 
of $10,000 to insure the reparation of 
streets damaged by excavating, pay to 
consumers interest at the rate of 5 per 
cent a year on deposits required of 
them, and allow the city at the end of 
each five years to acquire that part 
of the company’s plant within the city 
limits. 

The franchis« is not exclusive and is to 
be for a term of 35 years. 

In the event that the supply of nat- 
ural gas should fail during the life of 
the franchise and an artificia) product 
were sold by the company, the bil! 
fixes the maximum price at @ cents per 
1000 cubic feet.

Early Work Is Required. 

They are bound by the conditions of 
the bill to begin laying mains at the 
pools in Oklahoma within six months 
after the ordinance is signed, and to 
have 100 miles of pipes down within a 
year and a half. 

Delegate “Cap” Troll two months ago 
declared that another corporation which 
wanted to sell natural gas in St. Louis 
was about to request a franchise, and 
gave that as his explanation for refus- 
ing to vote for the pending bill.

JUDGE GROSSCUP’S BAD DAY.. 

The United States Government's petition for a 
rehearing for the Standard Oil case in the United 
States Court of Appeals is an amazing document. 
It reads more like an indictment of the appellate 
judge than a legal argument for a reopening of 
the case. 

The issues raised by the petition are not points 
of law, but glaring mistakes of the Judge who 
rendered the decision. It accuses him of mis- 
stating the record and the opinion of the trial 
judge, of violating a principle of law, of reversing 
one of his former opitiions and of practically nul- 
lifying a Federal statute. The offenses of Judge 
Grosscup are thus summed up in the concluding 
paragraph of the petition: 

“That, in short, the opinion as it stands 
erroneously states material portions of 
the record; does injustice to the trial 
judge; leaves doubtful in a new trial the 
rule of law to be applied, both as to 
knowledge on the part of the shipper, 
and as to the number of offenses; appears 
to be in conflict with the language of 
the presiding judge of this court, and with 
the great weight of legal authority and, if 
permitted to remain unmodified, will tend 
to encourage disobedience to law, to im- 
pede the enforcement of salutary statutes 
and largely to defeat their purpose.” 

In view of the charge of misquoting Judge Lan- 
dis and misstating the record of the case, Judge 
Grosscup faces a choice of pleading guilty to 
one of two alternatives—unpardonable ignorance 
or deliberate misrepresentation. The only act 
becoming the acceptance of either of these alter- 
natives would be resignation from the bench. 
The effect of a Supreme Court reversal on the 
grounds outlined in the petition would involve 
a condemnation of the appellate judge. 

It was a singular coincidence that on the day 
of the filing of the petition Attorney-General Had- 
ley severely criticised J udge Grosscup’s decision in 
an address to the Denver convention of attorney- 
generals. Mr. Hadley, declaring that the legal 
profession of the country did not approve the de- 
cision, took issue directly with its vital point. 
He scouted the idea that men could escape pun- 
ishment behind a puppet corporation and in 
effect said that the Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey could and should be punished for the 
offenses of its creature, the Standard Oi] Co. of 
Indiana. “The Judge,” he said, “who could not 
see the Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey in the 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, and who could not 
see through both of these legal fictions to the 
real owners and the real offenders, John D. Rock- 
efeller, H. H. Rogers, John D. Arehbold and 
others, is either blinded by prejudice or an un- 
fortunate disposition to obscure the merits of 
a controversy by strained and irrelevant techni- 
calities.”’

Perhaps you could make 
arrangements with some boarding house or hotel 
to let you have the rinds from their tables, and they 
might buy preserves from you. Possibly you are not 
skilled in making preserves. There was a_ time 
when even the most expert was inexperienced, and 
you can do as they did, take your cook book and 
materials and go to work. If at first you don’t suc- 
ceed, try, try again. You can keep your failures 
for home use, or sell cheap. In addition to this, 
perhaps you can coach one or two private pupils. 
Often they need help to keep up with their classes. 
Watermelon rind preserves: Cut the rind of a 15-cent 
melon (at present prices) intg pieces 1% or 2 inches 
square (or oblong) and remove all the dark green 
outside and colored inside. When ready the pieces 
will be about % inch thick, Put in granite pan and 
cover with water in which a piece of alum the size 
of a small hickory nut has been dissolved. Cover 
with plate and put weight on top to keep the fruit 
under water, Soak over night. Then examine it 
and cut away any of the fruit that seems too soft. 
Drain the water off; weigh the fruit and put it 
into preserving kettle with three pints of water, in 
which three-quarters of the weight of the fruit in 
sugar has been dissolved (i. e., % pound sugar to 
one pound fruit). Cook all together. Pound up a 
piece of white ginger root the size of a hazel nut 
and cook with it; also a lemon, sliced, rind and 
all (except seeds), improves flavor. Cook until it 
can be pierced with a straw. It should be trans- 
lucent, and light green in color. Take care not 
to burn. If needed, add more water, or if too 
much syrup, boil it down after fruit is done. Can 
in Mason jars.

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HE hero of this love story did not 
marry the heroine. That was not 
hig fault. He did his best to win 

her. He was Miles Standish, military 

captain of the little band of “Pilgrims” 
who crossed from Engiand to Massachu- 
setts in the Mayflower in 1620. The girl 
was Priscilla Mullens, orphaned daugh- 
ter of two of those same Pilgrims. 

Many Englishmen in the early years 

of the seventeenth century were disgust- 

ed at the way their country's affairs 
were mismanaged and at the restric- 
tions placed upon religious worship.

STOCK MARKET 
ARE IRREGULAR 


Saturday’s Sales on N. Y. 
Exchange Largest in Several 
Years for Half Session: 








NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—The Evening 
Post in its financial review says: 

“The usual serene apathy of a mid- 
summer Saturday was rudely broken on 
the Stock Exchange today. Apparently 
an effort was made to take the ‘bear 
party’ by surprise and force them to 
buy in their large outstanding con- 
tracts on a rising market. . 

“At the end of the first hour this 
manoeuvre seemed to be meeting with 
" success. In the stocks which were most 
active during the recent decline, pur- 
chases of unusually large blocks—1000 
and 2000 shares in many cases—were 
made in rapid succession and on these 
burchases prices ran up 1 to 3 points in 
the more active speculative shares. 

_ “At the height of this movement came 

@ sudden selling pressure. In the clos- 
ing ten minutes the action of prices 
became utterly confused, one stock ris- 
ing while another fell; but at the last 
the violent. recovery was resumed at 
its former pace. 


“Sales for the two hours ran beyond 
& million shares. There were certainly 
some rather plain indications of a wide- 
Ty extended ‘bear account,’ evidenced 
not only by the movement of quota- 
tions, but by the audacious circulation, 
in the most industrious way, of ‘rumors’ 
that the Rock Island was already in re- 
ceiver’s hands. 

“The ‘bear leaders’ cannot be con- 
gratulated on their inventiveness and 
resourcefulness; to repeat stories day 
after day which every one knows to be 
untrue is the mark of very limited in- 
telligence. “The market closed with 
prices cofisiderably above Friday. 

“The bank statement fulfilled expec- 
tations of a further large increase in 
cash holdings and surplus reserves. The 
actual showing reported hearly $6,000,- 
000 increase In cash and this, with a $7,- 
200,000 loan reduction, left the surplus 
to the highest figure recorded in any 
week but one this year. If the move- 
ment of currency continues next week 
as it has in the week past, a high rec- 
ord for the year will be shown by next 
Saturday's surplus.” 


The opening prices of stocks Satur- 
day were practically unchanged from 
Friday's closing fizures. Some few 
stocks gained a point each and other 
leading issues scored fractional ad- 
vances, 

In the first hour there was dvidence 
of a resumption of professional efforts 
for a decline in prices. The traders who 
have been testing for weak spots made 
& general drive, but found stocks 
scarce in various directions. 

The market continued spotty, despite 
the buying of large blocks of New York 
Centrai, Smelting, St. Paul and others. 

When the market settled down to ac- 
tive work large orders for stocks were 
poured into the Exchange, and the 
shorts made a rush to cover, forcing 
prices upward at a lively rate.

Bryan Declares Democratic 
Aim by Revision Is Justice 
to All Classes. 





Epecial-to the Post-Dispatch. 

DES MOINES, Io., Aug. 22.—-With the 
tariff as his subject, William J. Bryan, 
Democratic nominee for President, de- 
livered here last night the first of his 
series of speeches elaborating his cam- 
paign siogan—‘‘Shall the People Rule?" 

The address was delivered in two 
parts. First, Mr. Bryan charged that 
the Republican party had used its high 
tariff doctrine as a bribe and a club to 
‘win the votes of both employers and 
Wage earners. Then he described the 
Democartic tariff reform plan whici 
calls (1) for putting trust-made articles 
on the free list, (2) for reducing the tar- 
iff on necessities of life and finally for 
the gradual establihsment of a tariff 
for revenue only. 

The Republican promise of revision, 
Mr. Bryan characterized as a “belated 
pfomise.”” _The party has been forced, 
he said, to a confession that the tariff 
schedules are too high. Its leaders now 
realize their failure to carry out former 
‘promises in their platforms and the 
growing impatience of the country. 
this reason, said Mr. Bryan, 
“publican platform pledged the 
“unequivocally” to revision ‘‘immedi- 
ately after the inauguration." 

Calls Republican Anxiciy Pathetic. 

“Unequivocally” is used, he said, to 
mean that the party will not go back 
on its pledges and “immediately”’ is em- 
ployed to still the public impatience. 

“It is almost pathetic,’ le added, ‘‘to 
note tHe solicitude which they now feel 
about doing a thing which, but for wil- 
ful neglect, might have been done at 
any time during the iast 10 years.” 


The American people, sald Mr. Bry- 
an, know how the tariff has been 
used by the Republican party for ‘‘fat- 


frying.'’ It has been the lever by which 
the leaders have pried campaign con- 

tribution from the protected interests 

for every presidential campaign and for 
the intervening congressional campaigns 
as well. 

“It is difficult to overestimate,’’ said 
Mr. Bryan, ‘‘the corrupting influences 
introduced into the political life of the 
Nation by this partnership between the 
Government and the favored interests. 
The literature circulated in support of 
@ protective tariff has studiously culti- 

-yated the idea that suffrage should be 
employed to secure pecuniary returns, 
and the appeal made by the Republican 
leaders has come to be more and more 
@ selfish one. 


Dollar Argument Used. 
‘Every man engaged in a protected 


fndustry has been approached with the 
proposition that it is dollars in his 
pocket to maintain the system, while 
those who could not possibly trace any 
tangible benefits to themselves have 
been beguiled with the assurance that 
it was all a matter of public spirit and 
that they ought to support the system 
out of patriotic love of country.” 

The Republican platform Mr. Bryan 
called “a hugle call to every beneficiary

To show how the tariff works, Mr. 
Bryan quoted H. E. Miles, chairman 
of the Tariff Committee of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers and 
head of the Agricultural ‘Implement 
Trust, as saying: “The tariff barons 
raised their price $50,000 to me. I made 
a charge against the jobber of $60,000 
and I know that he charged more than 
$70,000 for the $60,000 he paid me. Be- 
fore reaching the consumer the $50,000 


by the agricultural consumer. 

“The manufacturer who would pros- 
per must make a double profit, one by 
shrewd management of his business and 
another by still shrewder manipulation 
in Washington.”’ 

Republicans Trust the Trusts. 

Replying to the Republican argument 
that the tariff should be reformed by 
its friends, Mr. Bryan again quoted 
Mr. Miles to show that the Republicans 
trusted such work to such persons as 
Representative Dalzell of Pittsburg, 
adding that “such persons trust the 
trusts.”’ 

Turning to the Democratic tariff plan, 
Mr. Bryan took up the first step pro- 
posed, which is to put on the free list 
all articles coming into competition with 
trust-made articles. The effect of such 
a law becoming effective at a fixed date, 
Mr. Bryan said, would be that the 
trust would have to dissolve and give 
up its monopoly to avoid the law. 

The Republican program, Mr. Bryan 
added, provided no such remedy for the 
trust evil, but instead proposed to call 
in the beneficiaries of the tariff for con- 
gultation regarding changes. Mr. Taft, 
he said, called the Democratic trust 
remedy “absolutely destructive.” 

In reply Mr. Bryan declared: “If we 
can succeed in dissolving existing trusts 
and in preventing the organization of 
new ones there will be no trusts against 
which to use the remedy of which he 
(Mr. Taft) complains.” 
He charged that Mr. Taft had said 
nothing about putting wood pulp, print 
paper, lumber, timber and lots on the 
free list, because President Roosevelt 
had demanded such reforms and Con- 
gress had not granted them. 
Profits of Lumber Tariff. 
To prove how the tariff on lumber 
worked for the profit of a few men, 
Mr. Bryan repeated a conversation first 
recounted in the Senate by Senator 
Pettigrew of South Dakota. The talk 
tuok place between Senator Burrows, 
who was temporary chairman of the 
last Republican Convention, and a smal) 
party of lumbermen. 
One of the lumbermen, from Minne- 
sota, discussing the lumber tariff, said: 
‘Senator Burrows, de you know what 
$1 a thousand would megan to this crowd 
of men here? It would mean $6,125,000 
on last year’s products.’’ 
Explaining the second Democratic 
step, which is the re@uction of the tariff 
on the necessities of life, and partic- 
warly on American-made articles sold 
more cheaply abroad than at home, Mr. 
Bryan declared that ‘‘the articles used’ 
by the poor at present bear a higher 
rate ad valorem than ,.the articles used 
by the rich,” 
“A tax vpon consumption, even when 
laid with absolute impartiality, bears 
heaviest upon the poor because our 
necessities are much more unitorm than 
our possessions,”’ said Mr. Bryan. ‘‘Peo- 
ple do not eat in proportion to their in- 
come; thew do not wear clotning in pro- 
portion to their income; they do net 
use taxed goods in proportien to their 
income. | 
All Taxes Are Income Tuxes. 

“As all taxes must come out of one's 
income, no matter through what syes-

‘be made by the home manufacturers, 
The attempt of a community. to Col- 
ject @ tax for the benefit of an indus- 
try situated in its midst has been caliea 
by the highest courts to be “larceny in 
the form of law.”

“Believing that the election of Taft 
and Sherman means a safe and con- 
suvvative administration, the day fol- 
lowing the election we shall start this 
plant on full time and keep going.” 

Democrats Are Threatened. 

Mr. Bryan characterized this notice 
as a bribe for Republican votes and a 
threat against Democratic votes. 

‘The employes ought to get together,’’ 
he said, “and ask a guaranty as to 
the amount of wages they are to re- 
ceive and as to the length of time dur- 
ing which the guranty is to extend. If 
the votes are to be bought, the pur- 
chase price, at least, should be made 
secure. If the employes’ heritage—citi- 
zenship—is to be gold, he ought, at 
least, to be sure ef his mess of pottage. 

“But the whele system is vicious. 
Business should not be built upon legis- 
lation; it should stand upon its own 
merit, and when it does stand upon its 
own merit we shall not only have purer 
politics, but we shall have less fluctua- 
tion in business conditions and a more 
equitable distribution of the proceeds 
of teil.’ 

The contention that protection is the 
cause of higher wages is exploded, Mr. 
Prvan said, by comparing England, 
with its free trade and good wages, and 
Germany, with its protection and poor 
wages. High wages here, he said, are 
the result of the greater intelligence 
and skill of the workmen, improved 
machinery, greater hope given by fre 
institutions and the efforts of the labor 
o.: ganizations. 

No Panic From Revenue Tariff. 


tariff, Mr. Bryan said: 

“A revenue tariff will not bring a 
panic; it will not inaugurate industria! 
cepression; it will not reduce wages: on 
the contrary, it will stimulate business 
and give more employment, and a larger 
demand for labor will be a guaranty 
against the reduction of wages. 

“A reduction of the tariff will 
reduce the extortion that is now 
practiced because of the high schedules: 
& reduction in price will enable more 
people to buy, and this larger demand 
for the goods will put more people to 
work and increase the number of in- 
dustries. A lower price will greatly 
stimulate exportation, and manufactur- 
ers who are now crippled by a tariff 
upon what they use will be better pre-4 
pared to enter the contest for suprem- 
acy in the world’s trade.” 

Mentioning the income tax as a part 
of the Democratic taxing plan, Mr. 
Bryan said the whole aim was to obtain 
justice in taxation. 

“We believe that a revenue tariff,” he 
said, “approached gradually, according 
to the plan laid down in our platform, 
will equalize the burdens of taxation, 
and that the addition of an income 
<a will make taxation still more equita- 

e. 

“If the Republican party is to have 
the support of those who find a * 
eunlary profit in the exercise of the 
tuxing power, as a private asset in their 
business, we ought to have the support 
of that large majority of the people who 
produce the nation’s wealth in time of 
peace, protect the nation’s flag in time 
of war, and ask for nothing from the 
Government but even-handed justice.’’

LARAMi, Wyo., Aug. 22.—While ev- 
ery effort has been made by the au- 
thorities at Camp Emmet Crawford, the 
military maneuver ground, to keep the 
fact secret, an atrocious crime was 
committed by members of an artillery 
battery, who attacked a young woman.

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Aug. 
Count Zeppelin, inventor of the famous 
airship ihat recently was destroyed, has 
announced that -he intends to found an 
institute for the investigation and solu- 
tion of the problems of aerial naviga- 
tion in the interest of German industry, 
defense and science.
